On'September 29 they 
entrained for Omsk, ‘arriving at 
Zani on October 15, where the 
Bolsheviks tried to prevent 
further progress. Possession was 
then taken of the station, arrests 
of Bolsheviks made, martial law

Now we may infer that 
anything said or done to discredit 
the Chinese delegation at the 
Peace Conference in Paris is due 
to Japanese intrigue, and in doing 
so we shall not always be wrong.

DETAILS OF HORRID 
OUTRAGE AT VIENNA.

GERMAN "PRESUMPTION. 
Our friend the enemy appears 


‘|to be rather a dictatorial sort of 


person. He has been badly 
beaten in the war, yet his 
Government now has the effron- 
tery to intimate to the French 
authorities the conditions under 
which it will, negotiate peace. 
These are that the German 
delegatas must have full liberty 
to go where they pleasa, to be 
given the privilege of discussing 
the terms and to have the right to 
communicate constantly with 
Berlin. Forsheer cheek we think 
these demands by’ a conquered 
nation take a lot, of. beating. 
Probably the German delegates, 
when they express the wish ‘to 
“go where they like,” are begin- 
ning to look upon the peace 
negotiations as something in 
the ‘nature of a little holiday 
jaunt in France. They 
were denied their ardent desire 
to hack their way through to 
Paris; perhaps they wish to 
make up for.it by gallivanting 
around and telling their brethren 
in Berlin what an excellent time 
they are having.

For ex- 
ample, ‘there, is ne need to 
establish an eleventh Department 
with a new staff when centralisa- 
tion -of work formerly scattered 
among ten Departments is can- 
templated.

GOVERNMENT WASTE. 

It may be desirable to have a 
Department for each of these, but 
if so, the Government must 8¢?

very much reduced or abolished. 
The waste of time and man- 
power in Government offices is 
deplorable, and money would be 
saved if the Treasury appointed 
inspectors to go round the various 
Departments to find out exactly 
how many clerks can. be dis- 
pensed with « - . 

On the other hand, Labour will 
have to put its shoulder to the 
wheel and help as it has never 
helped before. It will be necess- 
ary for all totumn their hands to 
something. . We shall not have to 
lapse back to the pre-war system 
jn which some people made 
leisure their only business. 

<Under such conditions, | am 
of the opinion that we can easily 
compete with foreign countries. 
The hours of the workman can 
be sbortened and his wages be 
increased so long as, on the other 
side, the workmen will agree to 
give up all restrictions upon out- 
put or upon labour. Further- 
more, every opportunity 
must b2 taken to advise 
people not-to spend money on 
avoidable imparts. The proper. 
way todo this is by a big pro- 
paganda€ampaign by -which the 
people should be educated and 
taught economies which would bs 
to the ‘country’s benefit. We 
should explain to everyoue how 
essential it is for the country that 
people should not be responsible 
for the importation of one un- 
necessary atticle.

* BIG TRADE OPENINGS.

Dr. BM fogolevitch ‘Surgeon- 
Goneral -of the Siberian forces 
raised to oppose the;Balshoviki 
and before the war a professor in 
the University of Petograd. who 
has bean in America on com- 
mercial matters and is ‘returning 
shortly to Siberia as the represent- 
ative of several American firms, 
said recently in the offices of the 
“American Manufacturera’ Export 
“Association that “he could not 
‘urge teo strongly that American 

“manufacturers interested in 
foreign trade send representatives 
to Siberia at once if they cared to 
take advantage of the many great 
opportunities there for developing 
and increasing * vammercial 
relations. 

“Siberia, now  uccupied by 
Allied troops, is tm ‘comparative 
said Dr. logolevitéh. 
The situatiot there must attract 

_ the attention of the best American 
firms. The frant rank of com- 
mercial leaders who are thoro.igh- 

"Ly familiar with the local require- 
ments and well acquainted with 
the Siberian commercial world 
shouid be: at once dispatched 
to ‘Siberia. Her future, 
because of her ualimited natural 
resources, has tremendous possi- 
bilities, and thase first on the 
fieldand well established will be 
in the best position te reap the 
benefits of the presperity which is 
certain to come Later on. 

“ Ewery one is familiar with the 
mineral wealth of Siberia and of 
the herds of cattle.and sheep. 
Furs, hidea,;woot, bristles of the 
finest quality, and many other 
products abou, On-the other 
hand, the peacefal inhabitants 
of'Siberta, due to the disturbed 
political situation. ate in need 
of manufactured products and 
waiting for persons who will ex- 
change these articles for raw 
materials teady fur export. 

“The practical methods of 
starting an. export trade with 
Siberia éepend, of course, upon 
the individual business man or 
firm, the amount af capital ta 
be invested in the enterprise, 
andthe like. The method most 
certain of producing results, 
however, is to have main offices 


oy in New York and Vladivostok, 


wwith branches in Harbin, Chita, 
Irkutsk, and Unsk,or, instead of 
branch offices. simply .represent- 
atives inthe latter places. But 
‘there mast ‘Le a main office in 
Viadivostok.~ . a 
“At every office there should 
‘be warehouses with goods, while 
-che branches or agents should 
have samplea. At present: goods 
can be transported by three 
different methods. Fimst and 
cheapest, but which would 
prebably take the » ‘longest 
time, is through Nikolayevsk, 
and from there. by Armur 
and Sungari and Srensk; 
second, with a little “more .cestly 
freight charges, but a little faster 
service, through Dairen by the 
South Manchurian and Chinese 
Eastern Railroads ; t} ird,throngh 
Vladivostok and from there by 
railway to interior puints. The 
selection of the route, of course. 
depends upon whether the goods 
can stand the high freight rate, 
whether there is urgency in get- 
ting them promptly, aad on many 


other considerations.”

ROUBLE SPECULATION. | 
CHINESE FIRM “HOES 
SMASH. 


Dairen, April 10. The Lin- 
chuanmei of Mukden. rua by Mr. 
Wang-cheng-yao who owned the’ 
major portion of the land under.’ 
neath which runs. the extensive 
coal seams of Fushun, has plead- 
ed insolvency after suffering 
heavy roverses in rouble deals. 


Wang started in business: at 
Mnkden as money exchanger 
more than Y¥100,090 obtained 
from the “SM. Ro Co. as 
the price of the land owned by 
him at Fushuu, and has been 
financed by both the Bank of 
China and the Bank of Com. 
municétions. The creditor banks 
have withdrawn their small silver 
coin notes and the firnt could not 
withstand the pressure, and 2 
deficit of S! ¥2,000,000 was ex- 
posed. . : 

This firm's affairs are now 
under investigation conjuintly by 
the Government authorities and 
the creditors concerned. 

The Bank of'Communications 
is creditor to the amount of S.yen 
1,200,000 and the Bank of China 
to the amout of S.yen 200,000. 


In passing. the sharp fall of 
roubles on the Mukden market to 
yen 12.50 on the 7th caused a 
panic to those who had anti- 
cipated.an eventuel revival. 

The, Lipchanmei, . threatened 
with-a collapse, started hurried 
sale and the rouble business’ on 
the exchange market at Mukden 
was brought practically- to a 
standstill. D : 

The Yifaho, the Shihhokung, 
and the Yitungho,.too, are said 
to have lost from Y200,000 to 
Y¥800,000.

THE PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


GERMAN IMPUDENCE DENOUNCED. 
. » Londen, April 21. 
The newspapers ara wnudimous in denouncing German 
impudence in nominating three nonentities for Versailles. 
_ Thay describe this wilful misunderstanding of the Ales’ 
pote as o typical German mancuvre, confirming what has 
been evident for some time, namely that Germany is affect- 
“ing acomplete misapprehension of her present position and 
relations ‘to the Alles and woul] seek to carry on war if 
- negotiations failed: Ib is hoped that a Vigorous Allied 
reply will open the eyes of Count Rantzau and his colleagues 
to a pereption that the Allies will stand no trifling. 


WHOLE PROGRAMME UPSET. 


London, April 21. 

Correspondents from Paris state that Germany's reply to 
the invitation to Versailles astounded everyone, as arrange- 
ments were completed for the reception of two hundred 
German delegates at Versailles on April 95. .The reply is
